REMARKS 


1, At 10:30 aom. on 9 May, there was no flying at the “ltenburg airfield. Uairntenance 
work was being performed on 16 transports, The engine of one 'ide15 was being 
tested, At 10:26 a.m, on 12 Lay, a transvort took off from the field.
